Tbe importance to Germany, in tbe 


event of her wishing to branch Into 
world politics, of the mouth of the 
Scheldt bas been considered many 
times within the century. Attention 
was called to It when In 1901 the reign- 
ing queen of Holland married a prince 
of a German house. 


Gtrman King PossiM*. 


Tbe matter of the royal succession In 


Holland is one of vital Importance. 
According to the present provision, the 
succession Is In the direct male line or 
falling that the female line. Should 
there be no legal heir the sovereign or 
parliament, or If the sovereign Is dead 
parliament alone. Is to name a succes- 
sor, tbe number of tbe members of 
parliament being doubled for tbe occa- 
sion. These peculiar conditions wen 
brought about through tbe marriage of 
Queen Wilhelmlna with Duke Henry 
of Mecklenburg-Schwerln, for the tat- 
ter, being in tbe line of succession, 
gives to Germany the preponderant 
chance for gaining a foothold In the 
country. 


Amazing German Proposal. 


In 1911 a German engineer issued * 


pamphlet In which be argued for tbe 
Importance of Holland's absorption by 
Germany as a protection against Eng- 
land. Said be: "The absolute Incorpo- 
ration of Holland Into tbe German em- 
pire Is tbe only guarantee of the con- 
tinued maintenance of ber colonial pos- 
sessions. Tbe English hydra could not 
tben stretch its tentacles towtird tbe 
Islands of tbe Sonde. If we were In 
Holland we would have within oar 
reach the hend of that Insatiable hy- 
dra—within our reach In the sense tbst 
in the actuiri stnte of science tlie marl- 
time situation of England doos not 
longer constitute nn absolute Kunran- 
tee. The 1'nisHlnn'n foot on thp head 
of the hydrn will suffice Hint tho long 
tcntack's will liunlly drop their prey 
In a word, we -<hmiliJ have n floor of 
sttxck ngnlnsr Rntilnnd." 


All this mount flint. In order M nnve 


her coioutea from the English, Holland 


scheme. Involving 140,000,000 expendi- 
ture for the renewal of the coast de- 
fenses, including tbe fortlQcadon of 
Flushing, at tbe mouth of the river 
Scheldt, caused much comment In the 
European press. Some regarded it as 
tbe result of Germany's pressure to 
secure tbe coast against Great Britain 
in the event of a war between that 
country and Germany. The fact that 
tbe bill made no provision for the de- 
fense of the eastern frontier was re- 
garded as significant. The Dutch for- 
eign minister, however, denied any In- 
terference in Dutch Internal affairs on 
tbe part of any foreign power, Tbe 
bill finally passed In 1913.

very much akin to a second Gibraltar 
in point of military and naval impor- 
tance. 


tn fact, the extraordinary defence- 


lessness of the eastern boundaries of 
the Netherlands goes far to confirm the 
belief that tbe kaiser bas some sort 
of secret understanding with tbe Dutch 
crown wblcb Is equivalent to an of- 
'enslve and defensive alliance. 


Holland's Relation te Belgium. 


During these discussions of tbe situa- 


tion of the Low Countries as buffer 
states tbe impartial observer could 
but come to the conclusion that Hol- 
land and Belgium politically belong 
together. Said one writer in 1912: 


"Good sense as well as Inevitable 


necessities should bring these two peo- 
ples together again. Their mentality 
Is widely apart, but their national life 
requires their union. Last year (1911), 
when Belgium prepared In haste—-very 
late indeed—to resist the threatened 
violation of her territory by German 
armies. Holland furnished .troops for 
ber eastern frontier, mined bridges 
and prolonged the period of Instruction 
of her reservists In view of the danger. 
Never was the solidarity of the two 
countries more apparent-" 


This crisis refers to the dispute be- 


tween France and Germany over Mo- 
rocco, when not only Holland and Bel- 
(rium, but England also, prepared for 
Joint action to defend the Low Coun- 
tries from threntened invasion by Ger- 
ninny as the flrtt step In • blow against 
France.

A HARD 


DIAMOND

The history of tbe Rainsley diamond 


is unique. It received its name from 
Joseph Ralnsley, who was its first and 
for a long while Its only possessor. He 
went to South Africa with bis wife 
and two little children to make his for- 
tune, leased some land and began to 
hunt for diamonds. 
Be picked up 


nothing but very small stones for 
awhile till one day he found one ot 
extraordinary size. It was aa big as 
an acorn. 


Ralnsley was unwise enough to show 


the stone to John Bradner, a neighbor 
Indeed, he was not sure it was a dia- 
mond until Bradner told him so. 


Tbe next day Ralnsley was surpris- 


ed at a visit of Bradner with a consta- 
ble who had a search warrant for tbe 
diamond, Bradner baring put in a 
claim that the stone had been found 
on bis land and he was tbe rightful 
owner. Mrs. Rainsley. taking in tbe 
situation aad knowing that what they 
sought was in her own bureau drawer, 
took it when tbe searching party was 
at another part of tbe bouse and drop- 
ped it in a chink between two logs of 
which the bouse was built 


Tbe diamond was not found. 
Joe Rainsley and his wife now bad 


a problem before them. The stone was 
a fortune In Itself, but unless they 
could get it away it would be of no 
use to them. 


After considering many ways they 


hit upon one which they boped would 
be successful. They determined to 
leave their home, taking with them 
the scanty supply of household goods 
they possessed. Their living room 
was decorated with a rotuch olnster 
neaa ana suouiders ef a child. Mrs. 
Ralnsley, who bad some artistic skill, 
made a replica of this and while tbe 
plaster was soft embedded the dia- 
mond In its center. Then she broke 
the original Into fragments, which she 
buried in tbe ground. 


Though Bradner and his officials 


knew of the Ralnsleys' departure, they 
made no effort to recover the diamond. 
The family went to tbe coast, whence 
they sailed for America. They would 
have been willing to pay the duty on 
the diamond, but feared that Bradner 
had sent an agent with them to at 
tach It It they did s» and to Inform 
the customs officers that they were 
smuggling it into tbe country it they 
didn't 
. On the iteamer wltb them was a 
young Englishman named Cutts, wbo 
won Mm Balnsley's good will by pay- 
ing especial attention to little Tommy 
Ralnsley, aged four years, and In this 
way became Intimate wltb tbe family. 
Cutts talked a great deal about how 
to outwit customs officers. Mrs. Rains- 
ley placed such confidence In bis meth- 
ods and experience in smuggling tbat 
abe asked blm If be bad ever thought 
of concealing small dutiable articles 
in platter ornaments. Cutts said tbat 
be had not. but thought It would be a 
good way. Tben be began to talk 
about plaster casts, harping on tbe sub- 
ject till Mrs. Ralnsley grew suspicious, 
and, ber suspicions once being •roused, 
(he was soon lure that CntU was 
Bradner't agent and would Inform 
tbe customs officer* tbat they were 
smuggling a diamond concealed to a 
plaster Image. 


The nlgbt before reaching port they 


smashed tbe image, and Ralnsley con- 
cluded to carry It In bis mouth. As be 
and his wife and children stepped 
ashore they were invited into » room, 
where all their beggige wa* taken. 


The baggage having oceu caramiy ex 
amuied. they were nil searched, but 
nothing discovered. Kalusley had the 
stone well tucked away far back on 
one side of bis mouth and gave no evl 
dence in speech or otnerwHe of Its De- 
ing there. He was congratulating him- 
self tbat be uad gut Ills fortune safely 
through when he was arrested on a 
charge made by Cutts that he uad 
stolen money from blm. Cutts declar 
ed that he bud lost bank bills, tbe num- 
bers of which he gave 
One ot tbe 


bills was found In Ralnsley's pocket- 
book. Cutts bad put it there. Rains 
ley was taken to jail. 


Mrs. 
Ralnsley followed her husband 


to the jail and went with him to his 
cell. After he was locked In she asked 
leave to kiss him goodby. This was 
granted, and the lips of husband and 
wife were glued together and the dla 
mond passed from the husband's mouth 
to tbe wife's. 


The next day Cutts secured a private 


interview wltb Ralnsley. telling him 
that he wits sure of conviction and 
would be sent to state prison for a 
term of years. Cutts admitted that he 
was Bradner's agent and for a half In- 
terest in tbe diamond would withdraw 
the charge against blm. Ralnsley re- 
fused. Later Mrs. Rninsley called to 
see her husband and told him tbat she 
had burled tbe diamond where no one 
but herself could ever find It 


When Cutts came again to the jail 


Rainsley told blm tbat Mrs. Ralusley 
had put the diamond where no one 
could find It and after he bad served 
his term in state prison for the 
offense he bad not committed be 
would be ricb. Tbe day before tbe 
trial Cutts. feeling sure that be could 
not get the stone by prosecuting, offer- 
ed not to appear against Ralnsley If 
he would give him $1.000. Ralnsley 
agreed to do this as soon as he could 
sell the diamond and the next day 
went forth a free man.

Thta circular is in- 
tended to inform the public retarding 
the many and varied line* ot work 
done by the census. 


Now that the task ot taking the 


thirteenth decennial census mad pub- 
lishing Its results Is practically at an 
end, the bureau Is prepared to turn 
to its numerous "intercensal" lines ot 
work. 


Director Harris states that it IB his 


purpose to reorganize the work of the 
bureau so as to concentrate the force 
on the main census Investigations with 
a view to securing publication of the 
statistics more rapidly than hereto- 
fore. 
Every effort will be made to 


prevent the work of the bureau from 
becoming congested 
So far as pos- 


sible, the work on the investigations in 
hand will be completed before new In- 
quiries are taken up. 


The principal reports w hlch the cen- 


sus bureau expects to issue during the

won from Austrian rule six centuries 
ago. Switzerland Gnds In her ringing 
around by strong military powers both 
a menace and protection. Any one of 
tbe great powers of Europe wbose ter- 
ritory is contiguous to Switzerland- 
Germany, Austria, Italy and France- 
could Invade her soil, as Germany was 
reported to Have done in the early 
staged of the great European war, and 
overwhelm her by sheer force of num- 
bers. If the Swiss showed resentment 
of the violation of their territory. 


On tbe other band, the mutual rivalry 


of tbe powers has been Switzerland's 
strongest guarantee of independence in 
tbe past 
None of the warlike neigh- 


Iwrs could afford to see the buffer state 
In the hands of one of its rivals, and 
therefore the integrity of Switzerland 
bas been insured by international guar- 
antees 
The rupture of these by the 


exigencies of war meant the raising 
of new questions for Switzerland and 
her neighbors. 


In the meantime the Swiss prepared 


to defend their own home when need 
arose. Their army, of over 200.000 
men. comprises some of tbe world's 
finest riflemen, soldiers whose keen 
eyes have been developed by exercise 
In the far distances of the mountains 
and lakes. These men have won many 


more cheerfulness *nd more Intelli- 
gence than any citizen In Europe," 


The Swiss did not Imitate their ml' 


lltla from some otber country. The} 
Invented It for themselves. Tbe wbole 
beart of tbe country is put into it 
Many of its superior officers may be 
innkeepers In Lucerne, Geneva or else- 
where, but the problems of war are 
tbe occupation of their leisure. 
Rifle 


shooting is tbe hobby and pastime of 
the entire youth of the country—It Is 
what baseball or football is to us—and 
when a rifleman bas served bis time 
In the army be receives bis rifle as a 
present from the state. Is proud of It 
and takes as much care of it as a 
sportsman takes care of bis gun. 


Not long ago the Swiss were asked 


by means of a poll of tbe people wheth- 
er tbey were willing to accept a bill 
which laid on them a longer period o 
service and tbe burden of more mill 
tary expenditure. By a great majority 
they answered "Yes." 


On her French and German frontiers 


Switzerland has seen tbe gradual con 
centration of large forces of soldiers 
Mrectly across her frontier are strong 
forts, especially Bel fort, In France. 


Since tbe beginning of. the trouble 
he Swiss federal authorities have be- 
gun to take precautions. Papers have 
published an article-stating that in 
"the event of war" the Swiss In En- 
rope must return to the army at once; 
while In the second zone of coun- 
tries, Including America and otber con- 
tinents where the Swiss are liable to 
military service, they must bold them 
selves in readiness to return. 


There Is no occasion for mobilization 


in Switzerland because 100,000 men 
can be at their posts In twenty-four 
hours, 250.000 men In forty-eight hours 
and 500,000 within a week. 


Keep Arms at Home. 


Every man and officer of the citizen 


army bas a rifle, ammunition, uniform 
and everything at home and can an- 
swer the general roll call at tbe near- 
est barracks within a few hours 
The Swiss army can give Its powerful 
neighbors twenty-four hours' start and 
be ready before them. 


The Swiss constitution forbids the 


maintenance of a standing army, but 
there Is, nevertheless, a large federal 
army—considering tbe small population 
—larger than the American regular 
army and militia combined. The Swiss 
army In 1911 comprised 211,567, not in- 
cluding the auxiliary or noncombatunt 
troops, and the last reserve of men be- 
tween the ages of forty-one and forty- 
eight; United States army and militia 
in 1912, 176,016. Including all non-

8.800,000. 


ELG1UM and Luxemburg are 


two localities of strategic im- 
portance in the present Euro- 
pean disturbances. Both border 


on countries immediately concerned 
nnd are pledged to be neutral, but Ger- 
many invaded Luxemburg at the out- 
set of hostilities, and the kaiser's offi- 
cials of state notified Belgium that she 
could expect like treatment 


It was this militant announcement 


that caused Great Britain to plan to 
plunge lato the war and to ask parlia- 
ment for a war fund of $525,000,000. 


Belgium has been a storm center in 


many European wars. In few of which 
she was an active factor. Her plains 
and valleys have been chosen against 
her will by European generals as 
grounds on -which to decide tbelr quar- 
rels by force of arms.

world knows it was In Belgium, at 
Waterloo, that Napoleon and Welling- 
ton clashed in their momentous death 
grapple, resulting in the shattering of 
the Corsican's dream. 


Facts About Belgium. 


Belgium, a kingdom, bas a total area 


of 11,373 squjjre miles and a population 
(at the census of 1910) of 7,510,730.

French and Flemish are the Joint 


official languages, but while French is 
the language of the upper classes 
Flemish is spoken by the majority, 
preponderating In Flanders, Llmburg 
and Brabant, including Antwerp.

EVOLUTION OF A POLLYWOG. 


Changu That Mark the Transition of 


This Curious Creature 
From 
an 


Aquatic to an Air Braathing Animal. 
How It Differs From the Toad. 


There Is no more Interesting creature 


on earth than a pollywog. or tadpole. 
for It Is a fish in the process of trans- 
formation Into a land animal. 
The 


whole process can be watched if you 
put a few pollywogs In a milk bottle 
or Jar full of water with some water 
plants. 


In any of the ponds in the parks In 


the cities or in the pools In the suburbs 
In the proper season frog spawn cap 
be found 
It floats on the water like 


masses of sago pudding. 
A hnndful 


of this will furnish entertainment for 
several weeks and will at the same 
time give a lesson In evolution. 


The spawn that floats on the ponds 


Is the eggs of frogs. 
They lay It In 


the first warm days of spring, spread- j 
Ins it where the rays of the sun will 
warm It. Each egg contains a yolk, 
which Is the food of the living germ 
within, and is coated with black, prob- 
ably to attract as much heat as pos- 
sible and at the same time to protect 
the germ from the penetrating ultra 
violet rays of the light, wblcb wonld 
destroy It 
The black yolk Is In the 


center of a mass of transparent Jelly, 
which is there as a protective covering 


If a small mass of spawn be placed 


In a jar of water and watched daily 
with an ordinary magnifying glass the 
black yolk of ench egg will presently 
be seen to assume a sausage-like shape 
Gradually this takes the form of a tiny 
pollywos. which soon begins to wrig- 
gle. After a few days these little black 
bodies wriggle out through the trans 
parent Jelly and uttncb themselves to 
hits of green sticks or Weeds, whicb 
should be placed in the Jar with them 


Tor some time they remnin attached 


to such supports b.v a sucker, waiting 
for tlie opening of the mouth. As yet 
there are no visible eyes, but small 
stumps on each side of the head will 
be noticed 
These are the jrills 
The 


whole .-.kin If examined with a lens 
will '»' found to be rwerefl with n sort 
of animated velvet pile, for its compo- 
nent threads are in constant motion 
thereiiy cmiting a stream of fresh wa- 
ter in carry on the work of breathing, 
mid -I little Inter these movements will 
be Minim enough to bear the body 
slowly alons, so that locomotion at this 
stage Is like that of the lowliest of liv- 
Ins dentures, tnt protozoa. 


When the mouth appears the Inside 


of tlie great fleshy lips and the jaws 
will lie found to be armed with rows 
of horny teeth numbering many hun- 
dreds 
The gills will also have grown 


considerably. 
These, however, soon 


give place to Internal gills, and the 
water taken at the mouth passes out 
again b.v a small funnel on the right 
side of the head. This Bshlike stage 


oot newt* remain water animus, wear 
to* tills, ill their life. Born* of them 
retain their gills also, but moat of them 
develop lungs and have to come to the 
surface to breathe. There ire few spe- 
cies wblcb have neither gills nor longs 
and therefore do nut breathe at'all.

These peculiar conditions were 
brought about through tbe marriage of 
Queen Wilhelmina with Duke Henry 
of Mecklenburg Schwerln, for the lat- 
ter, being in the line of succession,

scheme, Involving f40,000,000 expend! 
ture for the renewal uf the coast de- 
fenses. Including the fortiDcutlon of 
Flushing, at tbe mouth of the river 
Scheldt, caused much comment In the 
European press 
Some regarded it as 


the result of Germany's pressure to 
secure tbe coast against Great Britain 
in the event of a war between that 
country and Germany The fact that 
tbe bill made no provision for the de- 
fense of the eastern frontier was re- 
garded as significant. The Dutch for- 
eign minister, however, denied any In- 
terference In Dutch Internal affairs on 
tbe part of any foreign power. Tbe 
bill finally passed In 1913. 


The fortification planned would have 


converted Flushing Into something 
very much akin to a second Gibraltar 
ha point of military and naval Impor- 
tance. 


In fact, the extraordinary defense- 


lessness of the eastern boundaries of 
the Netherlands goes far to confirm the 
belief that tbe kaiser bas some sort 
of secret understanding with tbe Dutch 
crown which Is equivalent to an of- 
'enslve and defensive alliance. 


Holland's Relation to Belgium. 


During these discussions of tbe situa- 


tion of the Low Countries as buffer 
states tbe impartial observer could 
but come to the conclusion that Hol- 
land and Belgium politically belong 
together 
Said one writer In 1912: 


"Good sense as well as Inevitable 


necessities should bring these two peo- 
ples together again 
Their mentality 


la widely nport, but their national life 
requires their union Last year (1911), 
when Belgium prepared In baste—very 
late indeed—to resist the threatened 
violation of her territory by German 
armies. Holland furnished troops for 
her eastern frontier, mined bridges 
and prolonged the period of Instruction 
of her reservists In view of the danger. 
Never was the solidarity of the two 
countries more apparent." 


This crisis refers to the dispute be- 


tween France and Germany over Mo- 
rocco, when not only Holland and Bel- 
(rium, but England also, prepared for 
Joint action to defend the Low Coun- 
tries from threatened invasion by Oer- 
mnny as the flrtt step In • blow against 
Franc*.

A HARD 


DIAMOND

The history of tbe Ralnsley diamond 


is unique. It received Its name from 
Joseph Ralnsley, who was Its first and 
for a long while Its only possessor. He 
went to Soutk Africa with bis wife 
and two little children to make his for- 
tune, leased some land and began to 
hunt for diamonds. 
Be picked up 


nothing but very small stones for 
awhile till one day he found one ot 
extraordinary size. It was aa big as 
an acorn. 


Ralnsley was unwise enough to show 


the stone to John Bradner, a neighbor 
Indeed, he was not sure It was a dia- 
mond until Bradner told him so. 


Tbe next day Ralnsley was surpris- 


ed at a visit of Bradner with a consta- 
ble who had a search warrant for the 
diamond, Bradner baring put in a 
claim that the stone had been found 
oa bis land and he was the rightful 
owner. Mrs. Ralnsley, taking in tbe 
situation and knowing that what they 
sought was In her own bureau drawer, 
took It when tbe searching party was 
at another part of tbe bouse and drop- 
ped It in a chink between two logs of 
which the bouse was built 


The diamond was not found 
Joe Ralnsley and his wife now bad 


a problem before tbern. Tbe stone was 
a fortune In Itself, but uulpss they 
could get it away it would be of no 
use to them. 


After considering many ways they 


hit upon one which they hoped would 
be successful. Tbey determined to 
leave their home, taking with them 
the scanty supply of household goods 
they possessed. Their living room 
was decorated with a rotuch olnster 
neaa ana suouiaers ef a child. Mrs. 
Ralnsley, who bad some artistic skill, 
made a replica of this and while the 
plaster was soft embedded tbe dia- 
mond In its center. Then she broke 
the original Into fragments, which she 
buried in tbe ground. 


Though Bradner and bis officials 


knew of the Ralnsleys' departure, they 
made no effort to recover the diamond. 
The family went to tbe coast, whence 
they sailed for America. They would 
bave been willing to pay tbe duty on 
the diamond, but feared that Bradner 
had sent an agent with them to at 
tach It If they did s» and to Inform 
the customs officers that they were 
smuggling it into tbe country if they 
didn't 


On the steamer with them was a 


young Englishman named Cutts, who 
won Mrs. Ralnsleys good will by pay- 
ing especial attention to little Tommy 
Ralnsley, aged four years, and in thjs 
way became intimate with tbe family. 
Cutts talked a great deal about how 
to outwit customs officers. Mrs. Rains- 
ley placed such confidence in his meth- 
ods and experience in smuggling that 
«he asked him If he bad ever thought 
of concealing small dutiable articles 
in platter ornaments. Cutts said that 
be had not, but thought It would be a 
good way. 
Then be began to talk 


about plaster casts, harping on the sub- 
ject till Mrs. Ralnsley grew suspicious, 
and, ber suspicions once being aroused, 
(he was soon sure that Cuttt was 
Bradner't agent and would Inform 
the customs officer* that they were 
smuggling a diamond concealed to a 
plaster Image. 


The night before teaching port tbey 


•mashed the image, and Ralnsley con- 
cluded to carry It In bis mouth. As be 


The baggage baMng oceu cnreimiy ex 
amuied. they were nil searched, bu 
nothing discoveied. Rainsley bad th 
stone well tucked away far back on 
one side of bis moutb and gave no evi 
flence in speech or otnerwHe of Its De- 
ing tbeie. He was congratulating him 
self that be uad gut Ills fortune safely 
through when be ivus arrested on a 
charge made by Cutts that he had 
stolen money from him 
Cutts declar 


ed that he bud lost bank bills, tbe aum 
bers of which he gave 
One of tbi 


bills was found in Ralnsley's pocket 
book. Cutts had put it there. Rains 
ley was taken to jail. 


Mrs. Ralnsley followed her husband 


to the Jail and went with him to his 
cell. After he was locked In she asked 
leave to kiss him goodby. This was 
granted, and the lips of husband and 
wife were glued together and the dia 
mond passed from tbe husband's moutb 
to the wife's. 


The next day Cutts secured a private 


Interview with Ralnsley. telling him 
that he was sure of conviction and 
would be sent to state prison for 
term of years. Cutts admitted that he 
was Bradner's agent and for a half In 
terest in tbe diamond would withdraw 
the charge against him 
Ralnsley re- 


fused 
Later Mrs. Rninsley called to 


see her husband and told him that she 
had burled the diamond where no one 
but herself could ever Qnd It 


When Cutts came again to the jail 


Ralnsley told him that Mrs. Rulusley 
had put the diamond where no one 
could find It and after he bad served 
his term in state prison for the 
offense he bad not committed be 
would be rich. The day before tbe 
trial Cutts. feeling sure that be could 
not get the stone by prosecuting, offer- 
ed not to appear against Ralnsley if 
he would give him $1.000. Ralnsley 
agreed to do this as soon as he could 
sell the diamond and the next day 
went forth a free man. 


The diamond Is now the property of 


an American multimillionaire, and the 
Ralnsleys are rich.

LAUNCHED SEPT, 30 


WILL BE READY FOR SERVICE 


JANUARY 1—THROUGH SERVICE 


FROM MAINLAND TO CUBA TO 


BE ACCOMPLISHED. 


The first of the new freight car 


ferry boats being built for the Florida 
East Coast railway, for use between 
Key Weat and Havana, will 
be 


launched September 30, at the Cramp 
shipyards, Philadelphia. 


When the service is in operation 


the Florida East Coast railway ex- 
pects to handle through passenger 
and freight cars from New York to 
Cuba without change or transfer of 
freight 


This will be one of the largest car 


ferry boats ever put in service. It 
will hold 30 cars, and will be sea- 
worthy in every kind of weather. It 
is the expectation that the boat will 
be ready for service by the first of 
January. At Havana the ferry will 
connect with the Cuban railway lines, 
and a very large traffic is assured. 
The English company owning the Cu- 
ban railroads is arranging for the 
expenditure of a million dollars or 
so in terminals. 


In addition to the large shipments 


ot Cuban fruits northward, the boat 
will carry meats from the packing 
houses of this country to the island. 
It is anticipated that a heavy traffic 
will develop tbe completion of these 
transportation facilities.

All told, there are about 460 specie* 


ot acacias, 300 ot which are Australian. 
specie* and the rest scattered over tbe 
world, principally In Asia, Africa and 
America. 


In addition to tannin and timber, 


many of the acacias produce valuable 
by-product*.

EATED among her mountains, 


holding tight to the territory 
which the bravery of the semi- 
mythical Tell and his followers 


won from Austrian rule six centuries 
ago, Switzerland finds in her ringing 
around by strong military powers both 
• menace and protection. Any one of 
the great powers of Europe whose ter- 
ritory Is contiguous to Switzerland- 
Germany, Austria. Italy and France— 
could Invade her soil, as Germany was 
reported to have done in the early 
stages of the great European war, and 
overwdeun her by sheer force of num- 
bers. If the Swiss showed resentment 
of the violation of their territory. 


On the other band, the mutual rivalry 


of the powers has been Switzerland's 
strongest guarantee of Independence in 
the past 
None of the warlike neigh- 


bors could afford to see the buffer state 
In the hands of one of its rivals, and 
therefore the Integrity of Switzerland 
has been Insured by International guar- 
antees 
The rupture of these by the 


exigencies of war meant the raising 
of new questions for Switzerland and 
her neighbors. 


In the meantime the Swiss prepared 


to defend their own borne when need 
arose. Their army, of over 200.000 
men. comprises some of the world's 
finest riflemen, soldiers whose keen 
eyes have been del eloped by exercise 
In the far distances of the mountains 
and lakes. These men have won many 


more cbeerfulne** and more Intelll 
gence than any citizen in Europe.1 


The Swiss did not Imitate their ml 


lltla from some other country. The} 
Invented It for themselves- The wbol 
heart of the country Is put into It 
Many of Its superior officers may be 
innkeepers in Lucerne, Geneva or else- 
where, but the problems of war are 
the occupation of their leisure. 
Rifle 


shooting Is the hobby and pastime of 
the entire youth of the country—It If 
what baseball or football is to us—and 
when a rifleman has served bis time 
In the army he receives bis rifle as a 
present from the state, is proud of it 
and takes as much care of it as a 
sportsman takes care of bis gun. 


Not long ago the Swiss were asked 


by means of a poll of the people wheth- 


they were willing to accept a bill 


which laid on them a longer period of 
service and the burden of more mill 


ry expenditure. By a great majority 


hey answered "Yes." 
On her French and German frontiers 


Switzerland has seen the gradual con- 
entratlon of large forces of soldiers. 
>irectly across her frontier are strong 
orts, especially Belfort, In France. 
Since the beginning of. the troubl 
he Swiss federal authorities have be- 
gun to take precautions. Papers hav 
published an article-stating that 1 
"the event of war" the Swiss In En 
rope must return to the army at once 
while In the second zone of coun 
tries, Including America and other con 
tlnents where the Swiss are liable t 
military service, they must hold them 
selves In readiness to return. 


There is no occasion for mobilization 


in Switzerland because 100,000 men 
can be at their posts in twenty-fou 
hours, 250.000 men In forty-eight hours 
and 500,000 within a week.

In any of the ponds In the parks In 


the cities or in the pools In the suburbs 
In the proper season frog spawn can 
be found 
It floats on the water like 


masses of sngo podding. A hnndfnl 
of this will furnish entertainment for 
several weeks and will at the same 
time give a lesson In evolution. 


The spawn that floats on the ponds 


Is the eggs of frogs. 
They lay It In 


the first warm days of spring, spread- 
tag it where the rays of the sun will 
warm It. Each egg contains a yolk, 
which Is the food of the living germ 
within, and is coated with black, prob- 
ably to attract as much heat as pos- 
sible and at the same time to protect 
the germ from the penetrating ultra 
violet rays of the light, which wonld 
destroy it 
The black yolk is In the 


center of a mass of transparent Jelly, 
which is there as a protective covering 


If a small mass of spawn be placed 


In a jar of water and watched daily 
with an ordinary magnifying glass the 
black yolk of ench egg will presently 
be seen to nssurne a *ausage-llke shape 
Gradually this takes the form of n tiny 
pollywos. which SOOD begins to wrlg. 
gle. After a few days these little black 
bodies wrijjKle out through the trans 
parent Jelly and attach themselves to
